The Visiting Committee submit their Report for 
the past year.

December last, and on the corresponding date of the

The Committee record with deep regret the death, in 
July last, of Councillor Cyril Wilkinson, who for more 
than 18 years had been a diligent member of the Com- 
mittee, devoting himself especially to visiting patients 
in the wards and keeping in touch with them and their 
relatives. 
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Mr. J. G, Gibbins, who had acted as Surveyor to the Com- 
mittee since 1903, resigned his appointment in Septem- 
ber last, and in view of his long service, the Committee 
retained him as Consulting Surveyor. The Committee 
decided not to make a fresh appointment, but to place 
the supervision of works in the hands of Mr. R. Packham 
with the title of Building Foreman. 


Miss Levett, Assistant Matron, retired on pension in 
November last, and Miss Morris, Sister Tutor, was 
appointed to the post. 


The general heaith of the patients and staff has been 
satisfactory. | 


The weekly maintenance rate in respect of the four

Members of the Committee have regularly visited the 
patients and inspected the wards at each monthly 
meeting. 


The Contract with the East Sussex Visiting Com- 
mittee for the reception of female imbecile children 
at Hellingly Mental Hospital was cancelled by the East 
Sussex Committee as from the end of the year, and your 
Committee has been compelled to find accommodation for 
them in this Mental Hospital. Proper accommodation 
for this class of patient has become almost impossible 
to obtain, and the provision of an Institution to accommo- 
date these cases in conjunction with mental defectives 
is becoming an imperative need. 


A Commissioner of the Board of Control paid a visit 
of inspection on June 20th last and left a very satis- 
factory report. The Headquarters Inspector of the Ministry 
of Pensions has also visited the Service patients detained 
in the Hospital. 
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Deputations from Public Assistance Committees 
have visited the patients in the Institution chargeable 
to their respective Districts, and in all cases have ex- 
pressed satisfaction with the care and attention given 
to the patients. 


A contract for the necessary alterations and repairs 
to Beechmont House to adapt it to accommodate Private 
Patients, has been accepted, and the work is about to be 
put in hand. 


The site for the erection of an Admission Hospital 
on the Beechmont Hstate has now been agreed with 
the Board of Control. Sketch plans have been pro- 
visionally approved by the Board, and the Committee 
hope in the near future to be able to submit detailed 
plans for the consideration of the Council. | 


With regard to the scheme of heating of the 
patients’ wards referred to in the last Annual Report, 
in view of the difficulty of designing a scheme suitable 
to the requirements of an old building, it has been necess- 
ary to measure up the whole of the existing buildings 
and prepare a considerable number of complicated 
drawings before the scheme could be definitely formu- 
lated. This has, of course, entailed considerable delay, 
but the plans are now nearing completion, and the 
Committee hope to submit the complete scheme to the 
Council at an early date. 


The erection of a new messroom and self-contained 
kitchen at the Nurses’ Home has been completed, and 
this provision has considerably added to the comfort 
of the nursing staff. 


The erection of two staff cottages near the Power 
Station is nearing completion, and the conversion of 
the old stabling at Beechmont into two cottages is 
also in hand. 


The enlargement of the General Stores in the Main 
Building is also in progress. 
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The Automatic Telephone Service has been installed 
throughout the Hospital Buildings, and is proving a 
great convenience. 


Other alterations or improvements which have been 
catried out during the year include the following :— 


Construction of tanks in connection with cisposal of 
effluent from the cow-sheds and manure pit at 
the farm (£275), and covering over manure pit 
(£175). 


Erection of Boar pen at farm (£45). 
Decoration of Recreation Hall (£175). 


Superannuations have been granted during the year 
to Miss Levett, Assistant Matron, E. S. Mullins, Male 
Nurse, and H. J. C. Down, Foreman Painter. 


On 3ist May last, the Committee reported to the 
Council with a synopsis cf the accounts for the year 
ended 8list March, 1930, and these accounts appeared 
in the Committee’s Blue Book. 


The prescribed increases of pension under the Pensions 
(Increase) Acts, 1920 and 1924, granted to pensioners 
of the Institution eligible to receive them have, 
with the concurrence of the Contributing Authorities, 
been further continued to 3lst March, 1931. 


The Committee are pleased to report that Dr. 
Harper-Smith, his medical colleagues, and the general. 
staff, continue to discharge their onerous dutiesina satis- 
factory manner.

MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


To the Visiting Committee. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN, LADIES AND GENTLEMEN. 


I have the honour to submit the Twenty-seventh 
Annual Report of the Brighton County Borough Mental 
Hospital, being the Seventy-second Report since the 
opening of the Hospital. 


The admissions during the year 1930 have been, 
Males 80, Females 137, Total 217. 


The discharges and transfers during the year have 
been, Males 46, Females 72, Total 118. 


The deaths during the year have been, Males 33, 
Females 47, Total 80. 


Compared with the year ended 3lst December, 1929, 
the number of patients chargeable to Brighton has in- 
creased by 3, but actually there is a decrease of 5, as 
8 female imbecile children were transferred here on the 
30th December, 1930, from the East Sussex Mental 
Hospital, Hellingly. 

The total number remaining in the Hospital has 
increased by 18. 

The average daily number resident during the year 
has been, Males 344, Females 525, Total 869. 

The number of patients in the Hospital on December 
3lst was, Males 347, Females 546, Total 893. One 
female patient was absent “on trial.”’

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The number of indirect admissions, that is patients 
transferred from other Mental Hospitals was, Males 9, 
Females 19, Total 28. 

Twenty-five Males and 43 Females were discharged 
recovered during the year giving a percentage of re- 
coveries calculated on direct admissions of 35.21 per 
cent. for Males and 36.13 per cent. for Females. 


The following casualities occurred during the year :— 
“L.T.” impacted Colles fracture of left arm, slipped and 
fellin ward. “W.E.D.” fracture of left femur. slipped 
and fell in ward. “A.G.K.” Potts fracture of left leg, 
fell in garden in epileptic fit. “‘F.W.”’ muscles of nght 
hand crushed, hand amputated. Her hand was caught 
in the roller of a calender in the laundry. 
“FE.N.” fracture of neck of right humerus, pushed over 
by another patient. “‘E.H.” Colles fracture of left 
arm, slipped and fell in corridor. “‘A.E.L.”’ Colles 
fracture of right arm, pushed over by another patient. 
“M.J.C.” fracture of neck of left femur, accidental fall. 


No inquest was held during the year. 


The death rate for the year was 9.58 per cent. for 
Males, and 8.95 per cent. for Females. 


The general health of the patients has been good. 


Five male patients, and 3 female patients were noti- 
fied as suffering from tuberculosis during the year, and 
I regret to record that one member of the female staff 
died from typhoid fever, and two members of the female 
staff developed tuberculosis. 


Seven male patients suffered from Erysipelas. 


Deputations from the following Boards of Guardians 
visited the Hospital and interviewed the patients 
chargeable to their several Unions. Eastbourne on 
22nd January, and Brighton on 10th March. ‘They left 
favourable reports. A deputation from the Brighton 
Public Assistance Committee visited the patients 
chargeable to their Committee on 29th September, and 
left a favourable report. 

The Hon. H. C. Bailey, a Commissioner of the Board 
of Control visited the Hospital on 20th June. 

Dr. Forward, Headquarters Inspector, Ministry of 
Pensions visited on the 2nd January, 1931. 
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Hight patients suffering from General Paralysis were 
temporarily transferred to the East Sussex Mental 
Hospital, Hellingly, for Malarial treatment. Of these 
four have returned here, and three are still at Hellingly. 
Of the four who returned, one has been discharged to 
the care of friends and three are still here. One male 
patient died at Hellingly. 

The average number of male patients on full parole 
has been 17 and the average number of male patients on 
ground parole has been 56. 

The average number of female patients on full parole 
has been 40. 

On 82 occasions 18 Male patients have had week-end 
leave at their homes. Sixteen female patients have been 
away {from the Hospital for four days, staying with 
friends. . 

Thirty male patients on 135 occasions and 224 female 
patients on 218 occasions have been out for the day 
or part of a day with friends or members of the Staff. 

On six occasions parties of male patients have accom- 
panied the Football and Cricket teams in chars-a-banc 
to away matches, and seven parties of female patients 
have attended theatres in Brighton. 

Parties of patients have visited the fétes held in 
Victoria Park, Haywards Heath, and a party of 64 male 
patients visited the County Cricket Ground at Hove to 
see the match between Sussex and Yorkshire. 

There are now three social workers attached to the 
Hospital who do most excellent work amongst the 
patients and their friends. 

A new mess room and kitchen has been added to the 
Nurses’ Home. It was opened on 19th October and is 
very much appreciated by the Staff. 

Eight female imbecile children boarded out at the 
East Sussex County Mental Hospital, Hellingly, were 
received as transfers on the 30th December, notice 
having been received from that Mental Hospital that 
the Contract could not be renewed. 

The Annual Féte was held on 10th July, the day was 
fine and was very much enjoyed by the patients and 
their friends. 

Regarding the Out-patient department at Brighton, 
Miss Woodhead, the Secretary, reports: (1) Since the 
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Clinic was opened on 4th January, 1926, 459 patients 
are recorded as attending. The total number of 
patients treated during 1930 was 107; 42 males and 
65 females. The total number of attendances during 
1930 was 503, and the average attendance per Clinic 
was 10.5. The number of patients certified from the 
Clinic since it was opened five years ago has been 21, 
while under treatment 10, re-certified 4, attended 
Clinic once only, 7. Nine mentally defective children 
have also been certified under the Mental Deficiency 
Act, 1913. 

The Guardianship Society and Miss Woodhead con- 
tinue to give me very great assistance in the administra- 
tion of the Clinic, and I wish to thank the Clinic Nurse, 
Mrs. G. P. Reed for the work she has done, visiting the 
homes of the patients and ascertaining the details of 
their illness; work which entails much tact and is a 
very great help to me in giving treatment and advice. 


Miss E. L. Levett, the Assistant Matron, retired on 
pension in Ist December, after 29 years Service. Miss 
N. Morris, the Sister Tutor was appointed Assistant 
Matron, and Miss E. K. G. Mowbray was appointed 
Sister Tutor. 


The Patients and Staff were very sorry to hear of the 
death of Mr. Councillor Wilkinson. He never missed 
visiting the wards when he attended a Committee Meet- 
ing, and the patients very much appreciated the kind 
and considerate interest he took in their welfare. — 


I have had the honour of being appointed Honorary 
Physician on the Staff of the Royal Sussex County 
Hospital at Brighton, and see the out-patients there 
each Wednesday afternoon at 4 p.m. 

To the Officers and Staff generally, I wish to tender 
my thanks for their help. 

In closing this report, I wish to record my feeling of 
gratitude to you Mr. Chairman, and to the Members of 
the Visiting Committee for the consideration and support 
they have Jacorded me.

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THE REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN, 


THE VICARAGE, 
HAYWARDS HEATH, SUSSEX. 


LADIES AND GENTLEMEN, 


In presenting to you my Report for the year 1930, 
I should like to begin by acknowledging with apprecia- 
tion the kindness and helpfulness which I have con- 
sistently experienced from the Officers of the Hospital 
during the year. 


During the course of the year the Chapel was the 
scene of a fire, which might have resulted in extensive 
damage, but fortunately was discovered before very 
much harm was done. ‘The repairs were soon executed 
and the general aspect of the interior improved by the 
revarnishing of the pews. 


Another welcome improvement is the result of the 
gift of a Sanctuary Carpet which was presented by the 
Parochial Church Council of St. Wilfred’s, Haywards 
Heath. By this the bare appearance of the East End is 
considerably modified. 


The Services have followed the rule of previous years, 
that is to say, there has been a celebration of the Holy 
Communion on the first Sunday in each month and on 
great Festivals. Morning Prayers with Sermon has been 
at 10 o’clock, and Evensong at 3 o'clock. In addition 
there was morning prayer on Ash Wednesday, Good 
Friday, Ascension Day, Christmas Day. The patients 
have enjoyed the Services, and the singing has been 
hearty. 


Mr. Knight has done excellent service as Organist, 
and Choirmaster, and the Members of the Choir have 
loyally supported him. It should, however, be pointed 
out that it is not easy to secure full attendances of the 
Choir either on Sundays or at practices, as Members who 
are off duty generally go away for the day. 
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Prayers have been said regularly throughout the year, 
daily in the male and female Dining Halls; every 
Monday in male Ward 6, and every Friday in female 
Ward 6; on Sunday mornings in male Ward 5, on 
Sunday afternoons in female Wards 5 and 9, the latter 
being a new departure during the course of the year. 


The Wards and Sanatorium have been visited every 
week ; in addition those who are notified as sick have 
received special visits. Several visits have also been 
paid to the Recreation Hall during the time that 
patients’ friends were present. 


The Burial Service was said over thirty-one persons 
during the year ; and on several occasions the relatives 
expressed their appreciation of the arrangements made 
for the funeral. 


The Library work has gone smoothly; during the 
year it has been found possible to develop the more 
permanent elements in the Libraries of the parole 
Wards on both sides. 


In my work, I have been assisted by the Revs. Dr. 
Litle, F. Gwynne Davies, and V. C. Roberts, whose 
services I acknowledge with gratitude.

The number of patients attended since January, 1930, 
has been 824; males 348, females 476. 


The number of teeth extracted has been 592, gas being 
administered in 111 cases, the remainder being extracted 
with local anesthetic. 


Seven patients have had their teeth scaled & cleaned 


A number of patients have had their dentures fitted 
and repaired. 


The Dental Surgeon wishes to thank the Medical 
Officers for their kind assistance in the administration 
of N20 gas.

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THE REPORT OF A’ COMMISSIONER OF TH 
BOARD OF CONTROL, 


BRIGHTON COUNTY BOROUGH MENTAL HOSPITAL. 


20th June, 1930. 


Since this Hospital was last visited by one of my 
colleagues 127 patients have been admitted, 2] have been 
transferred to other care, 59 have been discharged (48 
upon recovery) and 58 have died. Eleven patients 
have been allowed out on trial to test their suitability 
for discharge, money allowances being granted in six 
cases. 


There are now on the statutory books the names of 
872 patients but three were out on trial at the time of 
my visit leaving in residence 346 men and 523 women, 
a total of 869. There are 84 private patients, of whom 
38 are women, 26 are service and two are ex-service 
patients. The out-County patients number 145 of whom 
the bulk are here under Contract from Eastbourne and 
Napsbury Mental Hospital. The Hospital appears to be 
overcrowded to the extent of 78 patients on each side 
calculating upon the day space available, though the 
night space shows vacancies for 7 men and 54 women. | 
The weekly maintenance charge per head is 25s. 1d. 
for Home Patients and from 28s to 105s. for private 
patients, the average weekly maintenance cost as last 
ascertained being 25s. 7$ per head. 


Seventeen men and 32 women have full parole and 
61 men have parole within the estate. There has been 
no mechanical restraint and very little seclusion since 
my colleague’s visit in November of last year.

Forty-nine men ard 38 women are certificated or 
registered as Mental Nurses; and 12 men and 19 women 
have passed the preliminary examination. 


During the period under review much useful work has. 
been done in the way of alterations and improvements. 
including the installation of some important machinery 
inthe Laundry, and the redecoration of parts of the 
Laundry, some of which is now in progress. I had 
an opportunity to-day of seeing the useful addition 
that has been made to the Nurses’ Home, including a 
fine mess room and good kitchen, scullery and larder. 
The schemes in contemplation are evidence of the fact. 
that the Committee are determined, so far as circum- 
stances permit, to keep their Hospital well abreast of the 
modern. requirements for the treatment of mental 
diseases, and the erection of an Admission Hospital, 
the proposed site for which I was able to see to-day, 
will be a most valuable addition to the usefulness of the 
Hespital. The site proposed is a very lovely one with 
a’ southern aspect, and the beauty and quiet of the spot, 
if it is finally selected, cannot but be a valuable aid to 
the medical treatment of a diseased mind. 


I also visited Beechmont House, with its attractive 
gardens, where it is suggested that some of the 
private patients can be conveniently housed. The house 
1s a fine one with good rooms and seems admirably 
suited for such a purpose. 


I was much struck in going round the Hospital to-day 
at the quiet contentment of the patients. The morning 
was fine and I saw most’ of the women in the Ward 
gardens; many of the newly admitted patients, 
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and in another garden some of the more restless patients, 
were in bed under the trees and seemed to be comfortable 
there: 


Some of the men too on the other side of the Hospital 
were in bed under the trees this morning but unfor- 
tunately the afternoon was wet and the mattresses had 
to be taken in, Neither in the Wards, Dormitories or 
Gardens this morning or this afternoon was there the 
slightest sign of noise or turbulence and I found the 
patients very friendly and ready to talk. Except on 
the ground of detention I had nothing in the nature of 
a complaint. In the wards set apart for the more 
difficult patients (both male and female) there were 
quantities of flowers in vases and the gardens of these 
wards on both sides were gay with flowers. ‘This is, 
I am sure, the result of patience and tactful teaching on 
behalf of those in authority and might well be copied 
in other Institutions of a similar nature where it 1s 
thought it is impossible to keep flowers in a turbulent 
ward, particularly in a female one. JI was very much 
interested to hear that Mrs. Harper-Smith and some 
other ladies interested in the Hospital, have adopted and 
become God-mothers to particular wards, which they visit 
when they like and among other things help patients to 
keep in touch with their friends. The scheme is a de- 
lightful one and a really good one and besides the joy 
it must give to many patients must go far to spread 
confidence in the Hospital and to get rid of that feeling 
of repulsion which is so often and so wrongly felt about 
a Mental Hospital by persons who have never visited one. 


I was interested to see some patients in dark blue 
strong clothing and it struck me that these garments 
were very much less noticeable than the ordinary 
coloured ones. 


A special uniform is now used by the Laundry Maids 
and it is proposed to put the patients working there into 
dresses of a similar shape and which is said to be far 
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more comfortable to work in. It struck me that a 
steam clothes press would be a valuable addition to 
the Laundry. 


The admission wards on both sides of the Hospital 
looked extremely nice and seemed to be well equipped 
and the sick and those in bed seemed to be in receipt of 
all possible nursing care and medical attention. ‘There 
is at present no Enteric Fever or Dysentery in the Hospi- 
tal but there are six male and ten female cases of 
tuberculosis. 


Of the 58 deaths, the cause of which was verified by 
post mortem examination in 46 cases, heart disease 
accounted for 17, arterio-sclerosis for 10, and organic 
brain disease for 9. 


There have been four serious accidents involving 
fractures, in three cases the fractures were caused by 
accidental falls and in the fourth case to a fall caused 
by a. Ett. 


It will be a great satisfaction to our Board to hear 
that Dr. Harper-Smith has been appointed Honorary 
Consulting Physician on the staff of the Royal Sussex 
County Hospital, Brighton. 


I have been much pleased at what I have seen at this 
Hospital to-day.

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THE REPORT OF HEADQUARTERS MEDICAL, 
INSPECTOR, MINISTRY OF PENSIONS. 


BRIGHTON COUNTY BOROUGH MENTAL HOSPITAL. 


HAYWARDS HEATH, 


Qnd January, 1931. 


There are at present 28 Pensioner Patients under care 
and treatment at this Hospital, 27 of whom are classified 
as Service Patients and one is on the footing of a Private 
Patient. Since the previous visit on 20th September, 
1929, there have been admitted or classified six Service 
Patients and one Private Patient, one Service Patient 
has been discharged on recovery and three men have 
been transferred to other Mental Hospitals. There have 
been no deaths or other changes. 


All those in residence have been interviewed and were 
in good bodily health and condition, only one patient 
being in bed on account of restlessness and excitement. 


Three patients were noted as improved mentally, all 
of whom are recent admissions. 


As on former visits the Service Patients are supplied 
with blue serge suitings and all were well and warmly 
clothed and neat and clean in appearance. In the past 
year arrangements have been made for the men to have 
personal underclothing and separate hand towels and 
all are provided with night shirts. The various wards 
are being fitted with lockers in which patients can keep 
their personal belongings. 


One patient refuses to take his pocket money, six 
men have 2s. 6d. to spend themselves each week and the 
remainder receive parcels of comforts to this value. 
Cigarettes are obtainable on the premises, and other 
goods desired are purchased at local shops. 


The patients generally spoke well of their dietary, 
the meals being well varied from day to day. 


Twelve of the Service men are usefully employed in 
and about the Institution but up to the present the 
teaching of handicrafts has not been introduced. 


The wards which were tastefully decorated for the 
present season presented a most cheerful and attractive 
appearance, an extensive programme of entertainments 
having been drawn up for Christmas and the New Year. 
As arule three associated entertainments are held weekly 
in the winter months good facilities being also provided 
for indoor and outdoor games and amusements. Patients 
frequently assemble of an evening in the Recreation 
Hall for Community Singing and Wireless Concerts. 


There was an atmosphere of tranquility and content- 
ment in the wards and the patients made no complaints 
of any kind during my interview with them individually. 


The excellent arrangements kindly made by Dr. 
Harper-Smith much facilitated the visit and the atten- 
tion received was much appreciated.
